British Army H ea d q u a r te r in France, March 26 (By the Associat­ 
ed P ress).— There is reason to believe important events will be re­ 
corded within the r ext few hours, which may lead to a betterment of 
the position of tile armies stem ming 
the 
German 
onslaught. 
The 
enem y is fighting desperately hard against time. 
On the first day 
his reserves were reduced to fifty-two divisions. 
At the end of the 
second day some forty divisions had been put in. 
A heavy attack near Orvillers was completely smashed by British 
artillery 'fire. 
The withdrawal was not due to pressure against this 
sector of the line. 
Reports f rom all along the front indicate the German loss of life 
w as heavy. 
The enemy advanced against allied gunners,, who. were 
firing with open sights. 
Last night British airmen took, heavy 
toll 
from the German infantry in Banaume. 
No official figures were at 
hand, but from compilations made personally the correspondent is 
convinced 130 German airplanes h iv e been shot down in five days. 


Tanks Used by Teutons. 
Berlin, March 26. —German tanks, reinforced by captuied British 
tanks, says a semi official statement, in Sunday’s fighting took a part 
in breaking enemy resistance. 
T an k s attached to the German divi­ 
sion stood the task.

throughout the world as the fall of 
Jerusalem to the British under Gen­ 
eral Sir E. IL H. Allenby, K. C. B. 
Zionism, the dream of the race, 
now bids fair to be realized, and that 
Jewish blood, too, may be shed in its i 
cau«e as the price of freedom, the I 
young Jews of the United States are 
rallying to the standard in numbers I 
far in excess of anything imagined. 
Hundreds of young Jews have been 
recruited in the various local depots 
of the British and Canadian Recruit-1 
ing Mission throughout the United; 
States for Jewish units in the British' 
Ar m y for service in Palestine. 
The first recruit secured for tncse 
Jewish units was Joseph L. Cohen, 
of New York City, a graduate of 
Cambridge University of England, 
and a Fellow of Columbia Univer­ 


sity, New Y'ork. Ile was a member 
of the first contingent of 250 which 
left Boston for war service not long 
ago. 
An odd feature of the swearing in 
of recruits for the Jewish units was 
the fact that they were permitted to 
wear their hats, according to Jewish 
custom in ceremonial affairs, and 
when in the army they will not be 
forced to forego the practices and 
observances of their faith. They are 
enlisting exclusively for service in 
the Holy Land, and will carry tile 
Flag of David. 
So enthusiastic have the young 
Jews become over this opportunity to 
tight for their own cause that many 
who have been turned down for en­ 
listment because of physical disabil­ 
ity. have demanded that they be re­ 
examined at once. 
The bulk of the 
volunteers are English cr Russian 


Jews. 
The enthusiasm concerning this 
movement has not been limited to 
the young Jew’s, but in certain cities 
older Jews who are unable to fight 
have offered to supply funds to help 
take care of the dependents of the 
fighting men. 
Since Gen. Allenby captured Jeru­ 
salem from the Turks, a large num­ 
ber of other places revered by Jew 
and Gentile alike have been wrested 
from the enemy, and with the aid of 
Jewish soldiers the whole of Pales­ 
tine will, no doubt, be reclaimed. 
A novel phase of the conquest of 
the Holy Land was the participation 
of the British tanks. & Modern and 
ancient history were brought to­ 
gether in a sensational manner when 
a herd of these British land battle 
ships crossed the Sinai Desert, strik­ 
ing terror to the hearts of the Turks.
